Yet Paul Crouch earned 19,675 from the Department of Justice In 
two years of witnessing. Before he became a paid atoolpigeon, Crouch 
earned 85♦ an hour as an airline employee. \J 

Manning Johnaon — testified against Harry Bridges. He testified 
that he had been present at a Cot^cunist convention in New York 
City on a particular date. There was no question about it. 

He gave the day, the date, the time and where he saw Harry 
Bridges at a Coamnist convention. But there was irrefutable 
evidence that Harry Bridges was at a Longshore meeting attend¬ 
ing to the business of his Union members in a place called 
Stockton, California! 

In another case, Johnson testified that a University of Wash¬ 
ington professor attended a Cornwrdet Party or Ccnarunist school 
in Kingston,N.Y. for six weeks in the summer of 1933* But docu¬ 
mentary evidence showed beyond any question or doubt that the 
prcfecoor was not in Ne* York state during that entire period. 
The Attorney General of tho State of Washington had to conclude 
that Johnson simply had not been telling the truth, and the 
professor was reinstated. 2/ 

The Alsop brothers said It is proper to describe a witness such as 
Manning Johnson as a "profossional" having been credited with earnings of 
♦9,096 for s two year period. 

Johnson testified against Dr. Ralph Bunche of the United Nations. 

A loyalty board of the UN itself heard the testimony and unanimously cleared 
Dr. Ralph Bunche. Johnson’s entire testimony was forwarded by thiB UN Com¬ 
mittee to Attorney General Brownell with a recoanendation that it be , 
studied for possible perjury charges. But to date, Brownell ha9 ignored 
the recomaerjdation. 

« 

Johnson was asked during a certain case: 

Q. "In other words you will tell a lie under oath in a 
ccxirt of law rather than run counter to your instruc¬ 
tions from the PBI. Is that right? 

A. "If tho interests of my government are at stako. In 
the face of enemies at home and abroad, if maintaining 
secrecy of the techniques or methods of operation of 
. the FBI, who have reaponsibility of the protection of 
our people, I say I will do it a thousand times."

For 
example, one witness, a former comnuniBt high in party circles, HANDING 
JJHNSOH, a very intelligent negro, among many other revelations, stated 
that in 1933 he was communist party organiser at Buffalo, New York, 
and as such was In charge of all communist activities in that area. 

He stated tnat in 1933 the communist party was outlawed in Canada and 
It became necessary for all communists to be very careful and where 
possible to "go underground". This put an end to all open propaganda 
activities in Canada and made it necessary to smuggle propaganda ma¬ 
terial, books, papers, letters and documoota, into Canada; that this 
was accomplished by smuggling the material into Canada tho ugh tho 
port of Buffalo, Hew York, whoro the communist party ivaintained a number 
of "drops". This material was then amugglod into Canada, according to

submitted on proposed witnesses. It is desl.red that current 
reports be submitted on individuals active in Communist Party 
affairs and these reports should be received by the Bureau 
prior to the beginning of the hearings.

"Where it is found that hearings will be held in

The Bureau should bo 
kept currently advised of any pertinent developments affecting 
the investigation of any Bureau case. It will be incumbent 
on the office covering the location of the hearings to main¬ 
tain liaison with the HCIIA and with Washington Field Office to 
insure that transcripts of all testimony are secured," 

"Two copies of the testimony should be obtained. One 
copy should be forwarded to the Bureau for the attention of the 
Records Section for index?ne purposes. Executive testimony 
should bo clearly marked "Executive Session Testimony, Do Not 
Disseminate." 

"The other copy of the testimony should bo forwarded 
to the office covering the location of'the hearings for review 
and dissemination, 

"The testimony should be reviewed first of all as to 
the witness himself and a determination made as to whether an 
investigation should be initiated or reopened, whether the 
subject should be Included in the Seourity Index* whether he 
should be interviewed or any other appropriate action taken. 
Where the witness does not reside within, the territory of 
the office where the hearings are held, all pertinent infor¬

"In the event a witness furnishes information con¬

"Where hearings are held outside .Washington, D. C., 
the appropriate office should advise the Bureau within one 
week after the transcripts of the testimony have been received 
that a review of the testimony has begun and the approximate 
date the review will be completed, Each week thereafter the 
office should advise the Bureau as to the percentage of the 
roviow completed* Aft^r the review of the testimony has been 
completed, the Bureau should be advised of this fact, along 
with a statement that letters have been submitted to the 
Bureau under the individual caption on each witness and 
person named therein and the action recommended on each. 

"Where hearings are hold in 'Washington, D.C., con¬ 
cerning activities elsewhere, the testimony should be furnished 
to the appropriate office as outlined above. Where the 
testimony pertains to activities in Washington, D.C., the 
Washington Field Office should take any action necessary 
on individuals who are the subjects of Washington cases. 

"In the recent past, hearings have been held in 
New York City concerning the educational and the entertainment 
fiolds. The Bureau desires that tho above instructions 
be followed in connection with the review of the testimony 
concerning these hearings and any hearings which may be held 
in the future.
